^remarks, whipl;i are intended only to indicate the 
principal formalities to be observed in passing a 
Private Bill, will be foumd the distinction to be 
made as to jurisdiction ii^ Privfite Legislation^ 
respecting Bills which fall x^udi^ the exclusive 
control of the. Parlinment of Canada^ md those 
under that of the Legislature of the Province of 
Quebec. 

That which can at the ouiside be required in 
notes of this nature is an ind* cation of the dis- 
tinction between a Publie Bill and a Private Bilk 
Although it may be seen that article 51 gives 
the chief subjects of Provincit^l Lerjislation^ it may 
be perhaps useful to give some explAuations and 
precedents.

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PUBLIC BILLS and PRIVATE BILLS. 

A Public Bill is a measure of public policy, 
one in which the whole community is interested ; 
such are Bills relating to general measures of 
police, juries, the establishment and main- 
tenance of courts of justice and registry offices, 
&c., &c. 

Measures relating to the bar, the Notarial pro- 
fession, the Medical profession and the incorpo- 
ration of Dentists and Surveyor and others of 
the same kind were declared Public Bills ; viz : 
the fbllowiJig example. 

^^^he 30th March 1885, Mr. Speaker called the 
attention of the House to the Bill relating to the 
Pharmaceutical Association and to regulate the 
sale of drugs and poisons : this Bill presented as 
a Private Bill was declared to be a Public Bill.

"Every bill for the 'particular interest or 
'*'' benefit af any pet^son or persons, is treated in 
^' Parliament, as a Private BUI Whether it be 
^^ for the interest of an individual, a public comp- 
" any or corporation, a parish, a cily, a county 
" or other locality ; it is equally distinguished 
" from a measure of public policy, in which the 
>* whole community are interested; and this 
*^ distinction is marked by the solicitation of 
^^ Private BUky by the parties themselves whose 
'^ intei*ests are concerned." « 

1 May Parliamentary Pr 
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Dere are a few examples taken from a great 
many. 

On the 23rdJuly 1880, Mr. Speaker ruled that the 
bill to divide the registration division of Three 
Rivers in two, having been presented as a Pubtic 
Bill was not in order, in as much as it was a Private 
BiU^ and should come within the perview of th^ 
51st Rule requiring Notice, &c 

Measures are sometimes treated as hybrid 
Bilis^ so called because they partake both of a 
public and private character; Pu6^i(5,becauseof thb" 
large interests concerned: Private^ h-scaiWSQ they 
also interfere with private property or rights. * 

On the.27lh April 1 885,Mr. Speaker declared that 
the Bill to detach certain lots of land from the 
parishes of SL Victor of Tring and St. Ephrem 
ofTring, and to annex them to the parish of 
Sacre - Coeur of J6sus, of Broughton for civil, 
religious and school purposes relates essentially 
to a matter of private interest and ought to have 
been presented as a Private Bill and not consi- 
dered as a Public BUL 

The Bill to annex a certain portion of the 
Municipality of the parish of St. Damase, in the 
County of St. Hyacinthe, to the Municipality of 
St. Jean Baptiste, in the County of Rouville is 
presented and Dassed as a Private PHI^ with all 
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ALL APPUCATIONS FOR PRIVlTE BILLS REQUIRE 

NOTICE. 

61. All appliGations for Private Bills, proper- 
ley the subject of legislation by the Legisiatttre 
of Quebec, within the purview of *' The British 
North America Act, 1867," whether for the erec- 
tion of a Bridge ; the making of a Railway, 
Tramway, Turnpike Road, Telegraph or Tele- 
phone Line ; the construction or improve- 
ment of a Harbour, Canal, Look, Dam, Slide, or 
other like work ; thi granting of a right of 
Ferry ; the incorporation of any particular Trade 
or Galling, of of any Joint Stock Gotnpaoy ; the 
incorporation of a City, Town, Village or other 
Municipality ; the levying of any local Assess- 
ment ; the division of any Municipality^ or of 
any County for purposes other than that of 
Representation in the Legislature the removal of 
the site of a County Town or of any local OfBces ; 
the re-s*nrvey of any Township, or of any 
Township Line orConcession ; or of granting to 
any individual or individuals any exclusive or 
peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or for 
doing any matter or thing which in its operation 
woulS^^ affect the rights or property of other 
parties, or which relate to any particular class 
of the community ; or for making any amend 
ment of a like nature to any existing Act, — 
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sliaU require a Notice clearly aad distinctly 
specifying the nature and objeqt.of the application* 

2. Such notice, except in the case of existing 
Corporations, shall be sigqed on Ijehalf ,of thQ, 
applicants, and shall be published in the " Que? 
bee Official Gazette, " in the English and French 
languages, and in one newspaper in the English 
and in one newspaper in the French Language, 
in the District affected ; and in default o^ either 
of such newspapers in such District, then in a 
similar newspaper published in an adjoining 
District. 

3. Such Notice shall be continued, in each 
case, for a period of at least one month during 
the interval of time between the close of the 
preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition ; and copies of the newspaper containing f | 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall^ 
be sent by the parties, who inserted such notice 
to the Clerk of the House, to be filed in the office 
of the Committee on Standing Orders '. 

6!8. In the case of an intended application for 
a PRIVATE BILL for the erection of a Toll- 
bridge, the person or persons intending to petition

Every Petition is required to be signed by the 
parties whose names are appended thereto by 
their sign manual or marks, and by no one else 
except in case of incapacity by sickness. 

The signatures ar^i required to be written upon 
the petition itself and not pasted or other\Vlse 
transferred thereto. 
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No refexence ma^y, bs ma4e in a petition to any 
debate in the Legislature. 

It is hig)|ly imwarrantable, and a breaqb of 
the privii^^ges of thi^ House for any persoi? to set 
the name of .any ather person to any Petition to 
be presented to the House. 

85. Petitions may be either written or printed 
in English or French ; if there are more than 
two petitioners, th^ signatu(*es of at least three 
shall be subscribed/ipn the sheet c^ntainirig the 
prayfr of the PETITION.^ . . 

49 No Petition for any private bill shall be 
received, after' the first two weeks of the 
Session. No private bill shall be introduced 
after the first trrbe weeks of the Session.

2. No Motion for the general suspension or 
modification of this Rul^, for the Session, shall 
be entertained, unless it has baen referred, at a 
previous Sitting of the House, to the Committee 
ON Standing Qbd^RS and to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of private 
bills, except a recommendation for that purpose 
has b^en previously made by two or more of such 
Committbe;^. 
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Orders, which shall report in each case whether 
the Rules with regard to Notice have been com. 

In every ease where the Notice shall 
prove to have been insufficient^ either as regards 
the Petition as a whole, or any matter therein 
which ought to have been specially referhed to 
IN THE Notice, the Committee is to recommend to 
the House the course to be taken in consequence 
of such insufficiency of NoTica.

65; No Motion for the suspension of any of 
the Rules with respect to any Petition for a 
Private Bill shall be entertained, until the same 
has been reported upon by the Committee on 
Standing Orders. 

66. All Private Bills shall be introduced on 
Petition, and presented to The House upon motion 
for leave, after such Pettion has been favourably 
reported on by the Committee on Standing 
Orders. 

Bills for the incorporation of towns or of joint 
stock companies, or of Railway Companies, shall 
contain, in addition to the special and absolutely 
necessary clauses, only such provisions as may

2. On the day of the posting of the notice, the 
Clerk of The House shall cause a notice of such 
posting to be appended to the printed Votes and 
Proceedings of the day. 

3. A copy of the bill, qoqtaining any amend- 
ments proposed to be submitted by the promoters, 
must be deposited in the Private Bill Office one 
clear day before the consider<ation of the Bill by 
the Committee.

63« It is the duty of the Committee to which 
any Private Bill may be referred to .call the 
attention. of The House sppciaJly to<any provision 
inserted in such Bill that does not appear to be 
in accordance with the notice for the same, as 
reported upon by the Committee oxi standing 

ORDERS. 

64. The Committee to which a Private Bill 
may have been referred, shall, in every case, 
report the same to The House ; and when any 
MATERIAL ALTERATION has been made in the 
PREAMBLE, such alteration and the reasons for the 
same are to be stated^in the Report. 

65. When the Committee to which any Private 
Bill has been referred report that tlie Taa4iiBLE 
of such Bill has not bQQw pt-oved to their •satis- 
faction, thoy must also state the grounds upon 
which they have arrived at such a decision- No 
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2. Private Bills, otherwise reported, to,. The 
House by such. Committee, shall be placed on the 
Order Paper for the sitting following the. recep- 
tion of the Report, for considp(ration in Committee 
of the Whole House, in the order in which they 
are reported. 

66. The Chairman of the Committee shall sign, 
with his name at length, a printed copy of the 
Bill, on which the Amendments are fairly written, 
and shall also sign, with the iiiitials of his name, 
the several Amendments made and Clauses added 
in Committee. Another copy of the Bill, with 
the Amendments written thereon, shall be pre- 
pared and certified by the Clerk of the Committee, 
and attached to the Report. 

67. No important Amendment may be proposed 
to any Private Bill in a Committee of the Whole 
House, or at the Third Reading, unless one clear 
day's, previous. J»Jotice pf the same shall have been 
given. 

68. When any Private Bill is returned from 
the Legislative Council with Anlendments other 
than formal, such Amendments are, previous to 
their Second Reading, referred to the Standing 
Committee to which such Bill had been origin- 
ally referred? 

69. Except in cases of urgent necessity, ao 
Motion for the suspension or modification of any 
of the Rules with respect to any Private Bill sttall 
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fOi A Book, lo be called the PHvate Bitt Reg- 
isier^ ghall be kept, in which Book shall be 
entered by a clerk appointed for that business by 
the Giei-k of The Bouse, the name, description 
and place of residen^^ of the parties applying for 
every Private Bill, or of their Agent, and all the 
proceedings thereon, from the Petition to the 
passing of the Bill. The entries shall specify 
bnefiy^each proceeding in Thfe House or in an^ 
Gonunittee to which the Petition or the Bill may 
be i^erred, and the dayis on which any such 
Committee is appoipted to sit. Such Biook shall 
be opeh to puWic inspection daily, during office 
hours* / 

71. The Clerk of The House shall cause lists 
of all Petitions for Privnte Bills and of all Prirate 
Bills upon which any Committee is appointed to 
sit, to be prepai-ed daily by the Clerk of the 
Committee to which such Petitions or Bills ar 
referred, specifying the time of the meeting and 
the room where the 06mmittee shall alt. The 
Clerk of The Hoose shall cause the "SftB^ to be 
hung up in the Lobby. 

7®. Every I^'arliamentaky AGfiNf conducting 
proceedings before the Legislative Assembly shall 
be personally responsible to The House and to 
The Speaker, for the observance of the rutes and 
of ParWamentary practice and usages, ^nd of the 
Rules pre^ribed by The Speaker, and also f<yi* 
thfe payilient of all fees aind ch^i^ges.
